MONEY AND STOCK MARKET.

New York, Dec. 12.—Money firm at seven 
per cent. on call, although less active, but the 
call for currency from the Ohio valley is still 
large; also to the South, and some to the 
Northwest. The bank statement is again un- 
favorable. The large shipments of currency 
during the last week have reduced the 
legal tenders $6,476,000, while the loans 

been increased $3,863,000. There 
has been an increase of $1,496,000 in the specie 
line, which has so far helped to sustain the 
legal tender reserve. The surplus 
over the legal tender reserve, 
however, has been reduced $400,000, 
being now $17,170,000. The deposits show a 
decrease of $506,000, notwithstanding the in- 
crease in loans, showigg that the additional 


loans have been on account of the movements 


outside the city. Gold is firmly supported on 
the idea that the effect of the large sums to be 
paid out by the United States Treasury 
have been discounted. The French steamer 
took $321,000 to-day, but the demand for du- 
ties is limited, and the skipments South are 
likely to find their way back in January or 
February. It is anticipated that the Govern- 
ment will not be a seller of gold for some time, 
for its surplus will be reduced to forty mil- 
lions fn January. Still there is a strong bear- 
ing influenced with the purpose perhaps to 
lease an upward movement on a lower figure. 
Gold is carried for 4 to 7 per cent. Govern- 
ments and border State stocks are also lan- 
guid om aceount of s desire to sce prices drop.

A Matter-of-Fact Experiment. 
Our dispatches this morning tell us that 
the Cuban insurrection és showing a more 
formidable front; and a private letter from
